Thousands of people work all the
year getting ready for the night before
Christmas. In the town of Sonneberg,
Germany, there Is a training school
where one of the special lines of in-

struction is that of designing toys. Men
travel all over the world In search of
new ideas and new things with which
to entertain and amuse the children of
the world. Margaret Steiff, who has
bbeen called the "queen of Toyland" be-
cause of her splendid work in the pro-
duction of life-lik- e toys, employed
two of her nephews to travel in all
climes throughout the year in search
of new ideas for the making of attract-
ive toys.

Mechanical Tin Tojs.
The father of the popular priced tin

toy is Fernand Martin, of Paris. One
of the. chief characteristics of his w,ork.
like that of Fraulein Steiff, is the life-
like appearance and action of the play-
things he designs. One of these is a
tippler, who begins to reel as soon as
he lifts his glass to his lips. Another
is a tin porter with his favorite broom,
who holds out his hand for the custo-
mary tip the minute he begins to wield
his brush.

While the majority of toys are de-
signed on purpose, some of the most re-
markable successes have been brought
out largely as a matter of accident. A
notable Illustration of this was the Ted-
dy bear. Toy bears had been on the
market for years preceding the Roose-
velt bear hunt in Mississippi, but none
of- - them possessed that peculiarly funny
expression which later served to make
the Teddy bear a hit. When the story
of Roosevelt's refusal to shoot a hal-ter- ed

bear was published, Clifford K.
Berryman, now cartoonist of the Wash
ington Star, drew the picture of the lit-- j

tie Dear tnat nas oecome laminar to tne
entire worlds Berryman thought little
about his picture, but the morning after
it appeared he received a letter from
former senator William E. Chandler,
who said it was the funniest cartoon he
iad ever seen.

The Teddy Bear's Start.
President Roosevelt was pleased with

his little team-mat- e and confessed that
his whole family had joked him con-
siderably about it. The next Christmas
Berr3man made a special calendar for
Mr. Roosevelt, with a Teddy bear in a
typical attitude before each month.
This so pleased the president that he
Invited Berryman to a private interf-- :

view. In that interview he confessed
that his wife had taken the calendar !
